I 
think I am not wrong in saying that to-day, prac¬ 
tically speaking, there is not a slave in the Gulf 
Department. The President’s proclamation says 
there is. But when the blacks crossed the Union 
lines, from that moment they were free men. And 
when the planters desired to get them back, they 
were virtually told that they could never again be 
looked upon as slaves. If they, the planters, were 
willing, first, to take the oath of allegiance, and, 
second, to hire their hands for a fixed sum per 
month, then the government would ask the black 
man if he was willing to return. If he was willin; 
he was most fully and perfectly protected in al 
his rights as an apprentice—if he was unwilling, 
there was no power on earth that could

A few weeks since, Gen. Banks sent for me, and 
the course of conversation told me that he had 
been trying to settle the negro-labor question in 
some such way that the slave should be assured that 
the government was with him in his efforts to 
obtain his freedom. The blacks were coming into 
our camps, hundreds every day. It was well known 
.only CacTtn?i‘'p<ifeiitt(gd‘i)l rhbrrdnxf intTeaseffD 
an alarming extent, arising from the change in the: 
mode of living, but they were greatly demoralizing 
themselves, and also our troops. It was necessary 
that something should be done at once to effect a 
cure of this evil. He then spoke of the plan he had 
formed. It was simply this: that statistics should 
be obtained of all the negroes within our lines who 
had no means of obtaining a livelihood, who were 
being subsisted on government rations; then to 
give them their choice either to work on the roads 
or levee—which, as rations were in such case served 
to the laborer and his family, would cost govern¬ 
ment one dollar and six- cents per man on an aver¬ 
age—or to work on some plantation, not necessarily 
the one from which they fled, for a fixed sum, which 
government would guarantee to them by a lien on 
the crop in case of trouble with the planters. It is 
at once seen that the latter would be altogether the 
better choice for the negro, for he would then have 
bis family with him, and at the end of the month 
have a small sum due him beside bis rations, whereas, 
if he worked on the roads or levees, he left his family 
i week at a tShe, and in a little hut, no protec- 
. against the weather, built, as it generally was, 
out of some fence hard by. The planters' were to be 
bound to treat their Aegroes, not as formerly, as 
slaves, but rather as hired hands. ,The power to 
whip them was to be taken away. In case a slave 
proved refractory the planter could apply 
nearest Provost Marshal, and the negro should 
receive no punishment which might not, under like 
circumstances, be visited upon a white man. More¬ 
over, if the planter should not fulfil his part in the 
act, and should ref use to clothe or feed his hands as 
per agreement, the negro should have the right to 
apply to the same Provost Marshal, who, if he saw 
fit, eould remove the negro from the plantation 
altogether. The plan struck me as being very like 
the apprentice system in the West Indies between 
1834 and 1840, except that, in this case, the black 
man had more privileges. Still, I told the General 
that the plan was likely to be misunderstood by the 
people of the North. They will say that we are car¬ 
rying fugitives back to their old masters, and many 
other things which it will be unpleasant to hear. He 
replied that the plan was a just one, and one that,

Now, let me tell you how the planters themselves 
interpret this whole plan. Some week or two since

negroes and to assure myself that the spirit of the 
plan was being carried out. Among others I

I have worked now for some weeks, and am more 
than ever convinced that the plan will exercise a 
great influence in favor of the negro. I have trav¬ 
elled over the entire department, have seen the fugi¬ 
tives as they live while-within our camp lines, and 
have seen them also, as, under our protection, they 
have returned to their plantations, or been placed 
upon some plantation hired out to responsible indi¬ 
viduals, I have seen them at Baton Rouge, 172 
dying Eiiice last December out of 1,000. I have vis¬ 
ited them at Thibadaux, 600 or 700 living in wretch¬ 
ed shanties, built in an unhealthy location, getting 
little or no work, and, from proximity to our camps, 
acquiring habits of immorality and viciousness. 1 
do know that while this war continues it will be 
utterly impossible to give such attention to this ques¬ 
tion that all its perplexities can be made clear. I 
am, moreover, sure that the most humane of the 
friends of the negro in the North, could they visit tbe 
blacks as they have been living here for the last few 
months, indeed since the Union troops landed in the 
State, would at ouce acknowledge that the best 
thing’that can be done for the negro’s own welfare 
during fte present season is to give him back his 
cabin, and to compel his master to feed, clothe, and 
pay him, while he in return shall give that amount 

of labor which a white farmer has a right ‘ ~ .'

This is really the true view I take of the case. 
The planter in entering into the engagement does 
virtually resign his ancient right in the black man. 

s no longer has the power to command him, and 
__ compel obedience as in days gone by. Soon as 
his signature is written, he stands in an entirely new 
relation to his negroes, and they stand in an entirely 
new relation to him. In the first place, he cannot 
sell them ; virtually they are free. In the second 
place, he must pay them their wages, for they have 
a legal lien on the crop. In the third place, they 
have the right to leave him if he does not treat ■ 
them properly. Where do you find the essence of 
slavery here ? Surely none of its peculiar charac¬ 
teristics are to be found. The black man stands 
forth clothed in the new dignity of the apprenticed 
laborer. It is the portico to tbe great Temple of 
Freedom. It is the grand first step, and I bej^eve 
that there is no man in this country more willing, 
nay, desirous, to take the next and the inevitable 
step than Gen. Banks. He is certainly doing all he 
can to fit the mind of the negro for that freedom 
which is held in the womb of the future. Believing 
that it will surely come, be compels tbe planters of 
this department to pay wages to the very men whom 
they have heretofore held as their property. 

Now, allow me to recapitulate iu brief: 

First: The blacks are crowding within our lines 
such numbers that it is quite impossible for gov¬ 
ernment to take the proper care of them. A large 
proportion have lived in unhealthy localities, aud 
will surely breed pestilence in the warmer weather. 
Already an alarming mortality warns us that a 
remedy must be sought. 

Second: It is evident on the very face of the mat¬ 
ter, that we cannot make them either as comfortable 
■ as remunerative to themselves or tbe government 
-indeed, they are a vast expense to government— 
by allowing them to live in the deplorable condition 
in which they have been living, as we can by induc¬ 
ing them to return to their own plantations, or to go 
upon some government plantation, where they will 
be sufficiently protected in all their rights.

Liberty to starve in idleness, they have 
d to their sorrow, is. less productive of happiness than 
liberty to work for a sure support foV themselves and chil¬ 
dren. Hence, to expel them from the place for laziness, 
insubordination, or any other cause, would, in my opinion, 
be the severest punishment that could be inflicted.

embodiment of civilization and industrj'. 

In ihe debate on Saturday evening, Mr. Thos. J. 
Larhart said : In inaugurating a civil government, 
it by no means follows that we seek to be released 
Irom Federal protection. A military force should 
De stationed Here Tof’-ffie next twenty-five years. If 
we postpone the inauguration of civil law until 
peace again reigns, our State government will be in 
the hands of a few aristocratic slave-owners, and 
man not acceptable to such Thugs as Jim Beggs 
Red Bill will be suffered to vote. The proclama- 
tion of Emancipation has left your negroes in the 
condition of slaves. Yet you cannot manage them 
(cheers). They are freer than their owners (ap¬ 
plause). They leave you when they wish, and you 
cannot recover them. The idea of trying to save 
slavery is simply ludicrous (hearty cheers). It has 
gone already. There remains scarcely a remnant 
of it in these Congressional Districts (applause).

MASS MEETING OF FREED MEN AT 
LAKE PROVIDENCE, LA. 


Correspondence of The Evening Post. 

Lake Providence, La., April 11,1863. 

I must premise what I shall say about the organ¬ 
ization of the negroes into an army to serve the gov¬ 
ernment against their former masters with the con¬ 
fession that, three months ago I was imbued with the 
same prejudices against such a movement as al! 
those persons in the North who call themselves 
“Conservatives.” 

My prejudices, however, have bee*i considerably 
staggered within a day or two; indeed, I may say 
that in the first negro mass meeting, held to-day, for 
the purpose of explaining the-plans of the govern¬ 
ment and ascertaining whether they are prepared to 
fight, all my doubts have been' dissipated. This 
meeting was no “ cooked-up ” affair, but really what 
it appeared to be. 


the public meeting of the blacks. 

The notice of the meeting was only given this 
morning, and as none of the negroes could read the 
few scanty notices that were posted up about tbe 
town, information had to be conveyed to the most of 
them verbally. Nevertheless, at ’two o’clock there 
were over a thousand negroes collected at the ap¬ 
pointed place. There were no negroes in the town, 
and nearly all of them came from the different plan¬ 
tations within five miles up and down the river, 
where they were engaged in picking cotton. About 
five hundred of them were able-bodied n 


formed; to attend in some measure to their moral

Crops yet un¬ 
gathered will be turned, over to be gathered by tbe 
lessee upon such terms as shall secure to the govern¬ 
ment its fair share, while all movable property, 
stock, grain, etc., will be taken possession of by the 
government, or sold to the lessee, if he so desires, at 
toeir appraised value, payable out of the proceeds of 
the plantation in the Fall; the appraisers to be ap¬ 
pointed by the Commissioners, unless otherwise desig¬ 
nated by the government.

The 
preacher advanced to the edge of the embankment 
on which he stood, and dropped down upon his 
knees ; in an instant the giggling and laughing 
among the blacks ceased. All the blacks, men and 
women, were upon their knees with their heads 
bowed, while he prayed sensibly and fervently. As 
he turned his dark face, adorned with his long white 
beard, upward, he looked like an AraR Sheik, as 
swarthy, as devout and as earnest.

The Union Association of the First District of this 
city on Saturday evening passed the long-pending 
resolutions providing for the appointment of a Com¬ 


mittee to meet in joint convention with Committees

State to devise plans for the organization of a Civil 
State government. This is the first movement made 
toward the restoration of civil law in Louisiana, 
and may fairly be considered an Emancipation tri¬ 
umph, since the purpose of the advocates of the 
measure has been clearly and boldly stated to be 
the repeal of the slave code and the establishment of 
immediate abolition. Whether this consummation is 

be aided by compensation from the Federal Trea¬ 
sury or is to be unconditional is a subject as yet so 
far in advance of tbe resolutions that no allusion has 
been made thereto in the voluminous debates which 
have exhibited from every point of view the merits 
and demerits of the question. The step already 
taken is but a preliminary one. 

I am a constant attendant at the meetings of the 
Association. For the benefit of your readers I make 
a few notes upon the debate of the resolutions, that 
they may comprehend the depth of patriotism and 
the unconditional loyalty of Union men within the 
original limits of the Southern Confederacy—among 
which number are those who have suffered insults, 
proscription, imprisonment and property confiscation 
for their devotion to the cause. It is a strange fact 
that one receives from Southern Unionists in New 
Orleans more of encouragement and hope for the tri- 
umph of the Union armies and the successful solution 
of the problem of human slavery than from active 
Unionists in New York. The John Brown song is 
received here with undisguised enthusiasm; a New 
York audience would bestow upon it commingled 

hisses, applause and groans. 

One hears more expression of radical sentiments, 
more sympathy with the proclamation of Emancipa¬ 
tion more fierce denunciation of the iniquitous rebel- 
lion’and its leaders, among residents of New Orleans, 
wherever a group be found, tban in New York. 
The Copperheads of the North are the only class 
who stand between the million of armed soldiers 
upon both sides of Mason and Dixon’s line and 


entering into bonds to employ them until the 1st of 
February, 1864, and to feed, clothe, and treat hu¬ 
manely, all the negroes thus turned over, the cloth¬ 
ing to be deducted from their wages, and to be fur¬ 
nished at cost. 

Fifth: If it shall be found impracticable, in con¬ 
sequence of the lateness of the season, to find per¬ 
sons of sufficient character and responsibility to give 
employment to all the negroes coming within the 
lines of the army, the Commissioners may appoint 
superintendents, under whose supervision the soil 
may be cultivated for the exclusive benefit of the 
government, or may have the plantations worked 
upon such terms as in their judgment shall be best 
adapted to the welfare of the negro, taking care that 
in all plaDS adopted the negroes shall be self-sustain¬ 
ing, and not become a charge upon the government. 

Sixth : The wages paid for labor shall be as fol¬ 
lows : For able-bodied men over 15 years of age, $7 
per month; for able-bodied women over 15 years of 
age, $5 per month ; for children between the ages of I 
12 and 15, half price. Children under 12 years of 
age shall not be used as field hands, and families 
” at be kept together when they so desire. The tax 
„„ tbe products of the plantation, in lieu of rent, 
shall be at the rate of $2 per bale of 400 pounds of 
cotton, and 5c. per bushel on corn and potatoes. 

Seventh : While military protection will not be 
guaranteed for the safety of persons engaged in cul¬ 
tivating the soil, yet all troops will be required to 
give protection where it can be done without injury 
to the service, and it is confidently believed that the 
military organization of the negroes will afford all 
the protection necessary. 

Eighth : Commanders of the army will render the 
Commissioners such military assistance as may be 
necessary, without injury to the service, for the exe¬ 
cution of their duties. The Commissioners will report 
their proceedings to the Secretary of War every * 
weeks.

explanation of the policy of the government. 

The negroes were then addressed by Col. Klinck, 
who told them that the policy of the government was 
to clothe, feed, arm and organize into regiments all 
the men capable of bearing arms, while, under the 
protection of these regiments and with their assist¬ 
ance, the women and children were to remain on 
and cultivate the plantations for their own subsist¬ 
ence—the product of their own labor to be their own 
property. Col. Klinck’s speech was nearly an hour 

length; he addressed them in exactly the man- 
,._r suited %> their capacities—in a plain, sensible, 
good-humored talk ; and I could see, before he had 
been speaking five minutes, that he had won the 
heart of every man and woman in the crowd. I 
never saw more attentive, eager eyes fixed on any 
speaker in any audience. 

After telling them of all the advantages they 
wouk) secure by becoming soldiers, and also of all 
tbe risks they would run, and the dangers that would 
be peculiar to them because they were negroes, he 
said: “ Now, after explaining these things to you, 
I want to know how many of you are willing to 
become faithful, obedient soldiers ? How many of 
you are willing to fight, and if necessary, ti 


fighting for the flag, for the government and for your 
freedom ? Those of you who are willing to do this, 


hold up you hands.” In an instant nearly five hun¬ 
dred hands were lifted in the air—hands that here¬ 
tofore had scarcely handled any other implements 
tban the hoe and the axe, but now eager to grasp 
muskets and cross bayonets with their former mas¬ 
ters. When the women were called upon to express 
manner their readiness to go on the 
plantations as they should be directed, and work for 
their own subsistence, their show of uplifted hands 
as as unanimous as that of tbe men. 

I think that no one who witnessed tbe conduct of 
the negro'es to-day could say that they do not under¬ 
stand their position ; that they are intoxicated with 
any visionary insane ideas of freedom and a life of 
ease; nor could any one doubt that the greatest 
desire of their lives is to be free.
